REQUEST FOR ATTENDANCE OF OUT-OF-STATE WITNESS 

TO THE HONORABLE MATTHEW S. BRANIFF, JUDGE OF SECTION "B " OF THE 
CRIMINAL DISTRICT COURT FOR THE PARISH OF ORLEANS, STATE OF 
LOUISIANA - 

The undersigned Assistant District Attorney for the 
Parish of Orleans, State of Louisiana, pursuant to the provisions 
of the Louisiana Code of Criminal Procedure, Article 741, hereby 

reports and certifies as follows:

1. That there is now pending before the Grand Jury 
for the Parish of Orleans an investigation into a conspiracy to 
murder John F. Kennedy. Said conspiracy is a felony under the 
laws of the State of Louisiana.

2. That Mrs. Ruth Paine, now residing at 1201 
Woodleigh Street, Irving, Texas, in the County of Dallas, is a 
necessary and material witness for the State of Louisiana in 
said Grand Jury investigation. 

3. Mrs. Ruth Paine first met the Oswalds In February 
1963 in Dallas, and subsequently befriended them. After Lee 
Oswald’s arrival in New Orleans on April 25, 1963, Marina 
Oswald lived at Ruth Paine's home In Irving, Texas, and on 

May 10, 1963, Mrs. Paine drove Marina to New Orleans in her car. 
She. stayed with the Oswalds for three days and returned to Texas 
on May 14. 
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On September 20, 1963, Ruth Paine arrived in New 
Orleans again, and departed with Marina for Texas on September 23 
transporting the alleged assassination weapon with them in the 
car at that time. This rifle was subsequently kept in Ruth

Paine's garage. 

• Ruth Paine assisted Oswald in getting a job at the 
•Texas School Book Depository by calling the superintendant, 

Roy Truly, on October 14, 1963, and advising him that Oswald 
was looking for work. 

On Thursday, November '21, 1963, Lee Harvey Oswald 
stayed overnight at Ruth Paine's house. The next morning, the 
day of President Kennedy's assassination, he left for work at 
the Texas School Book Depository. Later that day he was arrested 
and subsequently charged with the murder of John F. Kennedy. 

On Saturday, November 23, 1963, Oswald called 
Mrs. Paine from the Dallas jail in an attempt to procure a 
lawyer for his defense. 

4. That the presence of the said Mrs. Ruth Paine, 

personally to testify before the Orleans Parish Grand Jury will 
be required upon the following days, to-wit: April 18, 19, 1968. 

5. That if said Mrs. Ruth Paine, as such witness, 
comes- into the State of Louisiana in obedience to a summons 
directing her to attend and testify at said proceedings, the 
laws of the State of Louisiana and of any other state through 
which said witness may be required to pass by the ordinary course 
of travel to attend said proceedings, give her protection from 
arrest or the service or process, civil or criminal, in

connection with matters which arose prior to her entrance into 
said state pursuant to said summons ; 


6. That this certificate is made for the purpose of

being presented to a judge of a court of record of the County 
of Dallas, state of Texas, where said Mrs. Ruth Paine now is, 
upon proceedings to compel said Mrs. Ruth Paine to attend and 
testify before the Grand Jury of the Parish of Orleans, the 
State of Louisiana, upon the days and dates hereinbefore set 
forth. , 

WHEREFORE, it is requested for and on behalf of the 
State of Louisiana that your Honor certify to the above and 
foregoing by the issuance of a Certificate thereto under the 
Seal of the Court, for the purpose of and being presented to a 
Judge of a court of record of the State of Texas, County of 
Dallas, in a proceeding to compel the attendance of the said 
Mrs. Ruth Paihe as a witness in proceedings before the Orleans 
Parish Grand Jury for the time and date as set forth and 
pursuant to the law.

Irving Woman Doubts Conspiracy 

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A 1963. They had met 10 months before the Warren Commission. 


Texas woman subpoenaed by the 
Orleans Parish grand jury said 
Thursday she doesn't believe 
that Lee Harvey Oswald de- 
cided to < hoot President John F. 
Kennedy until the day before 
the assassination. 

Mrs. Ruth Paine of Irving, 
a Dallas suburb, told reporters 
before her grand jury appear- 
ance she does not think there 
could have been a conspiracy 
“because I honestly believe Os- 
watd did not make uo his mind 
to shoot the President until the 
day before.” 

Oswald's wife. Marina, was liv- 
ing with Mrs. Paine at the time 
of the assassination on Nov. 22.

MRS. PAINE went before the 
jury Thursday in response to a 
subpoena issued by Dist. Atty. 
Jim Garrison’s office, although 
she said she doubted that she 
could add anything to the probe. 

Garrison contends there was 
a conspiracy— based in New 
Orleans— to commit the assassi- 
nation. Garrison has expressed 
doubt that Oswald was the trig- 
german, despite the finding by 
the Warren Commission that 
Oswald w*3s the lone assassin. 

Most of what Mrs. Paine told 
newsmen corresponded closely 
to her testimony four years ago 


The commission report con- 
cluded that “Ruth and Michael 
Paine (her husband) were not 
involved in any way with the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy."
